The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with only Coun- 
cilman D. M. English absent. 

} He was reported to be confined 
to an Enterprise hospital. 

The meeting opened witha 
prayer by Councilman John 
Sharpless,-and then Mayor 
Folsom gave a report on the 
possibility of getting a used 
bulldozer from the State, and 
that the new trash dump was 
ready for use. 

Rita Faye Smith present- 
ed a petition signed by several 
residents of Elba for improve- 
ments on the Mulberry soft- 
ball field. Recreation Direct- 
or Bo Dunaway explained to 
the group that work had start- 
ed that day (Tuesday). Also, 
the request was for lights to 
be placed around the field and 
after a discussion, Mayor 
Robert Folsom told Mrs. 
Smith, “We will make every 
endeavor to have you a field 
and get it lighted.” A motion 
from Councilman Sharpless 
to formally request that the 
Light and Water Board install 
the lights was passed unani- 
mously. 

Lloyd Driggers met with 
the council in his capacity as 
fire chief. He discussed the 
proposal about charging for 
fire calls- an effort to get funds 
for the department if home- 
owners were already paying 
for it in their home owners 
insurance. Driggers told the 
council the only way a coni- 

+ pany ‘would pay would be for 
the city to pass an ordinance 
making it required. The coun- 
cil instructed the city clerk to 
check with other towns and with 
the city attorney and report back 
at the next meeting. (Wednes- 
day morning he had found that 
few, if any, towns charged and 
that it was possibly not legal.) 

Henry Padgett discussed the 
sewer permit to empty into Pea 
River after it goes through the 
two lagoons. The federal re- 
quirements are that certain 
other work be done and Padgett 
wanted the contract signed in 
1°74 be changed or he be re- 
lieved from it. He noted that a 

‘ subcontract part would now cost 
more than the original contract, 
and there were still no federal 
funds to give the go-ahead on 
the contract requirements. The 
council tabled the action until 
the next meeting at Padgett’s 
request. He is going ahead with 
a request for renewal of the 
permit on July 1 of this year. 


Discussion on the purchase 
of a water pump was assigned to 
a committee of Mike Russell, 
Cleo Hawkins and Mayor Fol- 
som. The highpressure water 
pump is needed to clean out 
sewer drains, according to 
Mayor Folsom. 


Again the idea of selling 
some used lumber was pre- 
sented to the Council. This 
time Mayor Folsom proposed 
selling the lumber to a Water 
and Electric employee who had 
his home burn down recently. 
The council Turned down the 
idea, saying, “Mayor, we have 
previously decided to hold this 
lumber until we completed 
some building we need to do.” 


A request for information 
as to why no warning lights 
were placed at local rail- 
road crossings was quickly 
answered, and no action was 
taken. 


Parking in downtown Elba 
was discussed with the coun- 
cil being told that the volun- 
teer two-hour parking limit 
was not working. Councilman 
Jimmy Wise said he was getting 
more complaints than ever and 
that the city either needed to 
enforce the 2-hour parking 
limit or put back the parking 
meters. Mayor Folsom said, 
“I would like to see the park- 
ing meters put back.” He 
noted that the payments on the 
last meters bought will be due 
soon. No action was taken on 
the parking situation. 


Bids were checked on equip- 
ment for the summer baseball 
program and a bid of $1,117.21 
was accepted. 


Monthly bills were approved 
for payment and the Council 
voted to solicit bids for a front 
end loader with a backhoe, 
estimated to cost $35,000.

Borrowing Of $25,000 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, February 28, at 


«the Courthouse in Elba, andaf- 


ter a lengthy discussion voted 
unamimously to use the same 
tax levy (il ue mills) that 
was used in 1°76. 

The Commission meeting 
began with the members re- 
leasing a statement urging 
residents who wish to address 
the board to let them (the Com- 


Mission) know. in advance so 
“ON“agenda* can be. organized... 
“Judge Sawyer made it clear 


that anyone can come without 
prior notice, but requested ad- 
vance notice if possible. 

Bids on a van for the Coun- 
ty Highway Department were 
opened, and read as follows: 


_ Averett Chrysler-Plymouth - 


5°°4.10; Ed Sherling Ford - 
$5500; Cook Chervolet 
$5860.61; and City Auto Sales - 
$58°3.°0. 

After making sure all bids 
met specifications, the Com- 
mission accepted the low bid 
from Ed Sherling Ford, 

Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
mentioned the possibility of 
changing the meetings from 
Monday to Thursday, but the 
idea received very little dis- 
cussion, and was apparently 
shelved. 

Mr. L. M. Burch was first 
to address the board, and in- 
formed them that loose gravel 
on the Hudson Mill Road had 
resulted in several broken 
windshields. The Commission 
told Burch that it was aware of 
the problem, and had anagree- 
ment with a contractor to re- 
work the road when warmer 
weather permits. 

Mr. Burch also expressed 
an interest in bidding on the 
contract to clean the Farm 
Center Complex. Burch is a 
managing partner in a jani- 
torial service which employs 
fourteen workers, and told the 
Commissioners he could save 
the county approximately $200 
a month. Mr. Burch told the 
Board he would be interested 
in contracting to clean all coun- 
ty offices. 

The Commission (in later 
action) decided to get with the 
Farm Center Board of Di- 
rectors and discuss the mat- 
ter in depth. 

The Commissioners made 
several appointments to rural 
water authorities. They in- 
cluded: John Watson, Jr.- 
Bethany Water Authority; La- 
mar Thornton-Mt. Pleasant 
Water Authority and John W. 
Stephens-Damascus Water Au- 
thority. 

The board voted to ac- 
cept the low bid of $113,381 
from McGee and Merrill to 
base and pave the Weeks Bridge 
Road. Work will begin in

Mayor Robert Folsom was 
flashing a $20,000 check rec- 
ently. It was to the City of 
Elba from the State of Ala- 
bama. Folsom stated that he 
secured the grant from state 
coffers with the help of Goy- 
ernor Wallace to do some 
needed work on the Elba water 
wells. 
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April. 

Commissioner Jack Horns- 
by made a motion for the county 
to enter into an agreement to 
fix Cole’s Bridge. County En- 
gineer Leslie Mullins told 
Hornsby it would cost $30- 
45,000 to make the bridge pass- 
able. No definite action was 
taken, but all commissioners 
voiced support of repairing: 
the bridge. 

Mr. Ron Kane, director of 
the Driving Academy, told the 
Commission thevcounty must 
pay the contractor before it 
can be reimbursed. The Com- 
missioners discussed ways of 
making a partial payment of 
$25,000, but failed to come 
up with the funds and voted 
to borrow the money. 

The Commission voted to 
send Commissioner Clerk 
Bernease Winston to a state 
meeting in Montgomery in A- 
pril, and then authorized at- 
tendance of the County Govern- 
ing Body at the A.C.A.A. Con- 
vention in Mobile in June. 

Engineer Mullins informed 
the Commissioners that on 
Friday afternoon pulpwooders 
left limbs and other debris 
on a paved road. Mullins re- 
quested the Board make the 
pulpwooders sign a bond re- 
quiring that they clean-up upon 
completion of a job. Coun- 
ty legal advisor Braxton Rowe 
told Mullins the Commission 
couldn’t require the pulp- 
wooders to put up a bond, but 
the Sheriff could arrest vio- 
laters of the law, and urged 
them to instruct Sheriff Gran- 
tham to do so. 

A Mr. Trout addressed the 
Board and requested the road 
he lives on be black-topped. 
The Commission told Trout 
that when priorities were 
established his road would be 
considered. 

The Commission and en- 
gineer helda lengthy discussion 
about the policy of giving pipe 
to residents and commercial 
establishments, and decided to 
limit pipe to twenty feet for 
residents and thirty feet for 
business. 

Outgoing Clerk Ed John- 
son told the Commission that 
two workers were put on the 
CETA program by mistake, 
and that one had left but the 
other was still working and 
needed to be moved. Mul- 
lins stated he would trans- 
fer the employee to the High- 
way Department. 

The Food. Stamp Program 
was discussed in the after- 
noon session, and many Com- 
missioners expressed concern 
that the county was losing 
money in the program due to 
a lack of participation. The 
Board decided to meet with 
new County Welfare Director 
Ron Smith at the next meeting. 

Commissioner Bennie Beck- 
ham discussed the financial 
condition of the Farm Center, 
and stated that the rent paid 
by Wrestling promoters 
couldn’t cover expenses, and 
mentioned the possibility of 
stopping wrestling at the Farm 
Center. 

Before adjourning, Beck- 
ham brought up the matter of 
the boat ramp at Kinston and 
wanted to know where the 
money is that was available. 
“At one time the money was 
there,” said Beckham, “but 
nothing has been done.” The

Mr. Jimmy H. Baker, Sup- 
erintendent, proudly announces 
the addition of an Artist-In- 
Schools Program for the Coffee 
County School System. Artists- 
In-Schools is a nationwide pro- 
gram involving the cooperative 
efforts of professional artists, 
students, and teachers. This 
exchange, which enriches the 
creativity of all three groups, 
should not be a casual or mo- 
mentary encounter. It is 
intended to bea sustained.inter- 
action continuing through a suf- 
ficient portion of the school 
year which will be of mutual 
benefit toartists, teachers, stu- 
dents and the community. The 
program is intended toserveas 
a catalyst within the school and 
to provide a model for contin- 
uining collaboration between 
artists and teachers in all 
schools and at all levels.

DIET AND HEALTH 


American diets have changed 
radically within the last 50 
years with great and often 
harmful effects on our health. 
How did American ever develop 
such unhealthy eating habits?

Obese womenalsoruna greater 
risk of developing breast can- 
cer than women of normal 
weight. 

Dr. Gio Gori, deputy di- 
rector of the National Can- 
cer Institute, told the Senate 
Committee that “as the die- 
tary intake increases, youhave 
an almost linear increase in 
the incidence of breast and 
colon cancer.” 

To help control this prob- 
lem, a reduction in overall fat 
and saturated fat consump- 
tion should be achieved. Eat 
less red meat and more fish 
and chicken; use skim milk 
instead of whole milk; eat more 
peas, beans and other fresh 
vegetables, cottage cheese and

other skim milk cheese prod- 
ucts. To specifically decrease 
Saturated fat consumption, 
vegetable oils should be used 
instead of animal fats such as 
lard or butter. 

Total elimination of soft 
drinks from the diet, for many 
people, would achieve at least 
half of the recommended re- 
duction in sugar consumption. 
The second major area for cut- 
ting sugar consumption includes 
Sweet baked goods and candy. 
Ready-to-eat, sugar coated 
cereals should be avoided, as 
should granolas because they 
are high in calories and fat. 

Simply stated, Americans 
must change their eating habits 
if they want to increase their 
chances of living longer lives. 
An increase in the consump- 
tion of fruits and vegetables, 
particularly those that are 
fresh and least processed, and 
and of whole grains, will raise 
‘he consumption level of com- 
plex carbohydrates. To in- 
crease whole grain intake there 
should be increased consump- 
tion of whole-grain bread and 
of hot cooked cereals because 
they are less refined and less 
processed. 

Today’s common disorders 
such as cancer, heart disease, 
diabetes and diverticulitis were 
relatively unknown when people 
ate fewer high-calorie, high- 
fat foods. Another common 
problem, high blood pressure, 
in turn, is an underlying cause 
of many heart attacks and 
strokes. 

The question we must ask 
ourselves now isnot why should 
we change our diet, but why not? 
What are the risks associated 
with eating less meat, less fat 
less unsaturated fat, less sugar 
and salt? There are none that 
can be identified, andimportan! 
benefits can be expected.

New Hope Wildcats Claim 3rd 


Straight Conference Title

The New Hope Junior High 
Wildcats rolled to their third 
straight Coffee County Junior 
High Conference title. this sea- 
son by posting an impressive 


\ 7-1 chart against conference 


foes. 

The Wildcats’ overall rec- 
ord was 11 wins and 6 losses. 

“T honestly didn’t think we'd 
break even,’’ said New Hope 
Coach Charles Cole, ‘‘but we 
won a few games we weren't 
supposed to. We had a good 
season considering we only had 
one starter back.”’ 

The Wildcats did only have 
one starter back, but that start- 
er was Byron Foley, considered 

_by many to be the top junior 
high player inthe county. Foley, 
a 5-8 guard, averaged 27.1 
points a game this season for 
the Wildcats, and hit over 40 
points in three separate games. 
Byron scored 831 points dur- 
ing his career at New Hope 
for a oareer scoring average 
of 24.1 points a game. 

The surprise star of this 
year’s New Hope team was 
Andy Grantham, a seventh grad- 
er. Grantham séored at a 17.2 
clip, and pulled down 18.8 re- 
bounds a game. 

Other players on this year’s 
Wildcat squad were Kenneth 
Grantham (7.6), Ricky Neal 

9.3), Ricky Dorman (6.6), and 
ecil Acreman (3.0). 

The key to New Hope’s cage 
success is their coach, Charles 
Cole. 

Cole began his coaching 
career at Warren Smith High 
School in New Brockton, where 
his teams compiled a record 
of 141 wins against only 48

defeats. At New Hope, Cole’s 
teams have rolled to a 96-52 
record. CoachCole’s last three 
teams have a 37-10 slate, and 
three county titles. For his 16 
years of coaching, Cole’s total 
won-loss record is 237-100. 

When asked about his most 
memorable players, Cole 
smiles and starts mentioning 
the names of Billy Pruitt, 
Rayvon Boyd, and of course, 
Byron Foley. 

Pruitt, who is now a col- 
lege player at Alabama A & M, 
scored 1113 points at New Hope 
for an average of 25.7 points a 
game. Pruitt’s biggest game 


was a 45-point outing. 

Boyd, a junior starter at 
Zion Chapel High School, tallied 
81° points for the Wildcats, 
and had a career average of 
25.6 points a game. Boyd re- 
ceived nationwide acclaim for 
scoring 71 points in a single 
game during his final year at 
New Hope. 

Foley’s top scoring game 
was a 46-point performance. 

Perhaps the finest perform- 
ance in New Hope basketball 
history came last year when 
Willie D. Berry scored 60 
points and grabbed 68 rebounds 
in a single game. 

When asked about the hard- 
est part of coaching junior 
high players, Cole replied, 
“You have to teach the boys: 
everything; they have no ex- 
perience at all.”’ 

The problem of inexper- 
ienced players is even worseat 
New Hope, a rural school inthe 
northeast corner of Coffee 
County. 

“There aren’t many boys 
up here to choose from,’’ said 
Cole. ‘‘You have to start over 
every year. This year we only 
had four ninth graders, and 
only had a total of 6 players.’’ 

The Wildcats’ 11-6 record 
sounds better when you con- 
sider New Hope’s opponents 
field teams made up of all 
ninth graders. 

Coach Cole reminded me 
that this year’s Zion Chapel 
team is composed solely of 
New Hope grads. 

In closing, Cole refused to 
comment on rumors he would 
be leaving New Hope to return 
to high school ranks.

Coach Sasser, who began 
teaching at Elba High on 
March 1, reported that 87 
boys reported to a team meet- 
ing last week, and hopes all 
the aspiring players will par- 
ticipate in spring drills.

Employers Can 
Help Drinking 
Employees

At the Alcoholism Council, 
we have been busy for the last 
few weeks working on an in- 
dustrial seminar which is de- 
Signed to aid business and in- 
dustrial leaders in coping with 
the problems of alcoholism in 
industry. 

At the present time most 
companies in our area have no 
Specific programs for dealing 
with employees with drinking 
problems, and in reading liter- 
ature on the subject, I came 
across a very interesting com- 
parion which points up-the need 
for these programs to help 
troubled employees. The gist 
of the idea is that although 
the single most expensive item 
in most businesses is salary 
to employees, we find that much 
more time and effort is usually 
spent in repair of malfunction- 
ing machinery than is spent 
for repair of malfunctioning 
employees. 

“In the majority of com- 
panies which have no program 
for dealing with employee prob- 
lems, much more expertise 
goes into repairing malfunction- 
ing machinery than mal- 
functioning human beings. 
Unless a manager is very 
familiar with the machinery, 
he would not attempt to diagnose 
and repair a breakdown him- 
self. If the company doesn’t 
have a resident expert avail- 
able, it rapidly brings insome- 
one intimately familiar with 
the equipment to make an ac- 
curate assessment of the prob- 
lem and recommend needed 
repairs. At that point the best 
machinics available are brought 
in to correct the problems and 
get the machinery running at 

pacity once again. A company 
as would spend several 
months guessing what was 
wrong with a machine while 
scrap piled up, production went 
down and accounts were being 
jeapordized. 

Yet this is exactly the way 
many companies treat malfunc- 
tioning human beings. Thereis 
speculation instead of profes- 
sional diagnosis -- off the cuff 
cure-alls with very little 
thought to consequences, - in- 
stead of accurate recommenda-

MUCH ALIVE AT 105 


The Rev. J. F. Aker of Rad- 
ford, Va., is 105 years old. He 
has been preaching for eighty 
years, and he has no idea of 
retiring. 

A native of Marion, Va., 
Aker was born February 12, 
1871. He attended Emory and 
Henry University, but his edu- 
cation was interrupted when he 
began teaching school. After 
teaching for seven years, he be- 
came an evangelist and has 
been at it since. 


Vey Aker becamea Christian 
88 years ago, at age 17; two 
years later he started preach- 
ing which has taken him many 
miles away from his home sey- 
eral times a year. His first 
wife died in 1955, and in 1960 
he married Louise Wood 
Fielders, a widow, who now 
travels with him. 

“If you want him for a re- 
vival, you’ have to book him 
three years in advance,” com- 
mented newscaster - columnist 
Paul Harvey in a recent broad- 
cast. 

Rev. Aker has a schedule 
that would tire many younger 
men. His greatest difficulty 
is finding time to accept addi- 
tional invitations to preach. He 
conducts three revivals a 
month - and then pauses a week 
for rest . . . and he is booked 
up: for the next three years! 

“I preach the same gospel in

all churches,” said Akers in a 
recent interview, “and in 1978, 
if 1 live and the Lord delays 
His return, | expect to be ina 
crusade in Japan with a mis- 
sionary friend.” 


At 5 feet % inches tall, 
Rev. Aker gets around like a 
much younger man, and he act- 
ually looks years younger. No 
slouch in the memory depart- 
ment, he recently quoted the 
text of his first sermon, then 
the fourth, and fifth. “I prayed 
for a good memory,” he said, 
“and God has given it to me.” 

When asked his secret of 
longevity, Aker commented that 
it is due-to four things: 

I honored my father and 
mother; I have tried to take 
care of my body; I make it a 
habit to get my rest at night, 
and I have tried to put my 
Lord first.” 


“You may not believe this,” 
he said, “but I don’t think I'll 
die. For years I've prayed 
that I would be here when the 
Lord returns, and | think | 
will. Until then, I want to be 
on the battlefield for Christ.” 

Carried to church in a 
blanket as a baby, Rev. J. F. 
Aker has been faithful in church 
attendance for more years than 
most of us have been alive, and 
if he has anything to do with it, 
he'll ontlive us all!

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Gas Shortage And 


Fertilizer Pose Threat 


The natural gas shortage 
that’s resulted from the record 
cold winter of ‘77 is a potential 
tes to Alabama farmers -- in 

e@ form of nitrogen shortages 
and higher fertilizer prices. 

Extension Economist Dan 
Linton explains that natural gas 
is the raw material for produc- 
ing ammonia. In fact, almost 
all nitrogenfertilizers are made 
from ammonia. He notes that 
although other energy sources 
and methods of making nitro- 
gen fertilizer are inthe exper- 
imental stages, the nation’s 
fertilizer industry is presently 
almost totally based on natural 


gas. 

Although there is likely 
enough fertilizer already man- 
ufactured and stockpiled to get 
farmers through planting time, 
the threat of continued gas 
Shortages could limit supplies. 
later in the season and possibly 
into future years. 

About half the fertilizer: 
used by American farmers last 
year was nitrogen materials. 
Linton says nitrogen fertilizer 
is essential to modern farming. 
And in light of the critical 
natural gas situation, it’s ob- 
vious that the industry is going 
to have to look to other sources 


for p 
Research 
for alternatives to natural gas 
for some time and feel that 
coal has the best potential for 
the balance of this century. 

Linton says even if natural 
gas supplies returned to ade- 
quate levels tomorrow, spring 
fertilizer delivery problems 
are still liekly due to winter- 
caused transportation snarl- 
ups. Large amounts of fertili- 
zer normally are shipped by 
barge on the inland waterway 
system. And this system has 
been plagued by low water lev- 
els and ice-clogged channels 
for several months. 

This situation is going to 
put a heavy load on railroads 
where competition for rail cars 
is an annual springtime 
problem. So there could be de- 
lays in getting existing ferti- 
lizer supplies to market. 

How are the gas shortage 
and transportation tie-ups going 
to affect Alabama farmers? 
Linton believes, if fertilizer 
shortgages do materialize, 
farmers will probably have to 
pay higher prices for nitrogen 
fertilizers--maybe 5 or 10 per 
cent more.

Generally speak- 
ing, though, most growers had 
rather take their chances on 
very early planted corn than 
on regular planted corn, Farm- 
ers will take a close look at 
early planted corn this year 
with some of the new varieties 
to see how they make out. 


SOIL TESTING 

Dr. J. T. Cope at Auburn 
told me by phone Friday that 
they are catching up-on the soil 
samples. At the present time 
it takes about two weeks from 
the day they receive the samples 
until the farmer gets his re- 
port. So if you need to soil test 
a pasture or lawn or areas 
where you are going to plant 
Soybeans, grain sorghum or 
summer grazing, you still have 
time to get the samples in and 
get the information back. 

We have had probably the 
highest number of samples sent 
to the laboratory ever. Coffee 
County farmers believe in the 
soil testing laboratory. We are 
well pleased with the response. 
Just about everybody is more 
aware of the need to apply the 
materials that are needed

An oil emulsion spray during 
the dormant season is needed to 
control scale. 

Don’t let fireblight kill your 
apple trees and pear trees this 
season. We had the worst fire- 
blight last spring that I can 
remember. Agri-Strep is 
recommended for the control 
of fireblight on apples and 
pears. We have this material 
in small packages atthe office. 

Agri-Strep should be sprayed 
on the trees very early in the 
blooming season. In fact, I 
would start putting some out 
as soon as the new leaves be- 
gin coming on and a very few 
blooms are observed. Call us 
or visit us if you would like to 
get a package of this material. 


SAFETY 

Heavy rains during the winter 
time often weaken roadside 
banks. A tractor can tip over 
easily and pin the driver under- 
neath if he goes out too far on 
the weakened shoulder. Let’s 
be very careful-on terraces 
and roadbank shoulders and 
other areas where tractors can 
tip over. 

In the next few weeks 
tractors will have spraying 
equipment and planting equip- 
ment attached to them. This 
equipment is very cumbersome 
and the driver has his hands 
full trying to keep everything 
under control. Be extra cau- 
tious when passing tractors on 
the highway or when approach- 
ing them. The planting season 
is just ahead of us when Coffee 
County farmers will be extrem- 
ely busy getting this year’s 
crop in the ground. Because 
of the way that the equipment 
is attached, it is often difficult 
to tell when a tractor is going 
to make a turn off the main 
road into a field road. So be 
extra cautious-as you approach 
farm equipment.

Trade Talks 
Are Held Key 
To New Growth 


“Successful trade negotia- 
tions can contribute more to 
revived international economic 
growth than any other single 
program on the agenda for 
international action.” 

This is the consensus of 
American industry as expressed 
in a special position paper. 
on “International Economic 
Policy” submitted to President 
Carter recently by the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 

The NAM declared: “The 
U.S. should approach the trade 
negotiations (currently under- 
way in Geneva) with a sense of 
urgency, keeping in mind U.S, 
economic interests in both the 
short and the long run. 

“The American negotiating 
approach should be flexible, 
employing the sectoral ap- 
proach where it will produce 
the best results, and other ap- 
proaches as determined by the 
best prospects for meeting U.S. 
needs in the context of an inter- 
national agreement. ... 

“The negotiations should not 
be concluded in 1977, as has 
been proposed by the U.S. 
negotiators in the past, unless 
all the major objectives previ- 
ously cited can be substantially 
achieved.” 

International monetary 
policy, including the formation 
and implementation of effec- 
tive exchange rate guidelines, 
and international investment 
issues, including a favorable 
climate for multinational com- 
panies at home and abroad, are 
two other major areas cited in 
the NAM position paper as 
needing prompt Administration 
attention. , 

The NAM also says there 
are four legislative issues likely 
to be debated in the 95th Con- 
gress. They are: illegal foreign 
payments, boycotts, the Export- 
Import Bank and taxation of 
foreign source income and the 
DISC (Domestic International 
Sales Corporation) program. 

A spokesman for the NAM 
noted the President's action in 
sending Vice President Mon- 
dale to Western Europe and 
Japan and the proposed sum- 
mit meeting and said both ac- 
tions recognize the need for 
closer economic cooperation.

gist Frank McQueen says that 
while the severe cold may have 
brought some insect relief for 
cotton and soybean farmers, it 
could have made things worse 
for home gardeners. He ex- 
plains that many “good” insects 
--those that feed on harmful 
garden pests -- are being killed 
by the extreme cold. On the 
other hand, many of the more 
troublesome garden pests, such 
as the whitefringed beetle, 
overwinter as larvae deep in 
the soil, andthus aren’t affected 
by the cold. 

Extension Specialist Home 
Gardens Dean Bond advises 
gardeners to use a pre-plant 
insecticide such as chlordane to 
eliminate some of the larvae 
in the soil. And for other dam- 
aging insects, Bond says you'll 
just have to keep a close watch 
on your garden and start spray- 
ing as soon as the pests show 


Building Plans 
Popular For 


1977 


Alabama farmers were more 
interested in constructing new 
facilities on their farms last 
year than they were in ‘77 -- 
if requests for Extension farm 
building plans are any indica- 
tion. 

Head of Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineering Harold Wat- 
son says a total of 9,071 plans 
were distributed in ‘76, com- 
pared to 8,415 sent out a year 
earlier. 

Watson notes that major 
building interest during 1975 
was in swine facilities, witha 
total of 2,517 plans being pro- 
vided in this area. Farmers 
also showed considerable in- 
terest in greenhouse and beef 
cattle facility plans -- the two 
next most popular orders.

President Carter Urged © 
To Form Energy. Policy 


President Carter has been urged by industry to give full support 
to development of a national energy policy so that the U.S. can 
go forward with “the massive task to achieve energy self- 


sufficiency.” 

In a position paper sub- 
mitted to the President, the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers pointed out: 

“Oil imports have increased 
by 1 million barrels per day 
above last year's level and now 
account for more than 40 per 
cent of our oil needs. This 
ominous statistic is made vastly 
more significant by the fact that 
Arab nations, which em- 
bargoed the U.S. three years 
ago when they were supplying 
22 per cent of our oil imports, 
are now supplying 37 per cent 
of our oil imports. 

Foreign Dependency 

“Our foreign dependency is 
increasing while our own oil 
and natural gas production is 
decreasing. Our demand for 
energy is likely to increase be- 
tween 35 to 40 per cent by 

1985. There are no guarantees 
that another Arab oil embargo 
will not take place. 

“We still do not have a na- 
tional energy policy.” 
Policy Objectives 

Objectives of such a national 
energy policy, the NAM told 
the President, should include: 

© Priorities spelled out to 
reflect a balanced and wise set 
of choices from available al- 
ternatives. 

e Encouragement of the pe- 
troleum industry to finance a 
continuing search for oil and 
gus on the scale necessary to 
maximize the nation’s output. 

® A realistic approach to 
surface coal mining should be 
adopted. 

* For nuclear power plants, 
expeditious siting and licensing 
procedures should be de- 
veloped, 

The NAM position paper to 
the Carter Administration, in 
regard to nuclear power, said: 

“Perhaps the greatest inter- 
mediate source of energy is 
nuclear power generation. Gov- 
ernment-sponsored — programs 
should emphasize advanced re- 
actors offering environmental 
resource advantages, devclop- 


‘ 


ment and demonstration of fast 
breeder reactors, research on 
other new types of reactors and 
on nuclear fusion. 
“The regulatory 


and eco- 


nomic climate should en- 
courage uranium mining to 
develop low-cost, domestic 


uranium reserves. The capacity 
of uranium enrichment facili- 
ties should be greatly increased 
and steps should be taken to- 
ward private ownership of ex- 
isting and new facilities, .. . 

“There is a need to define 
and disseminate information 
about the actual extent of risk 
from potential radiation in 
order to eliminate objections 
based on emotion rather than 
on fact.” 

Role of Electricity 

“Electricity,” the NAM said, 
“js a secondary form of energy 
generated through the con- 
version of fuels and other 
primary energy sources, 

“In the absence of a pres- 
ently unforeseen major techno- 
logical breakthrough, vastly 
increased quantities of all basic 
fuels—coal, oil, gas and uran- 
ium—will be required to gen- 
erate electrical energy in this 
country. 

“The proportion of each 
basic fuel will depend upon 
many factors, such as environ- 
mental requirements, techno- 
logical developments, costs and 
a variety of competitive con- 
siderations. 

“The electric utility industry 
is greatly expanding its re- 
search and development effort. 
Government research in the 
energy ficld should be coordi- 
nated with this program. 

“The basic responsibility for 
generation, transmission and 
distribution of electric power 
in the U.S. should rest with 
private industry. Where gov- 
ernment is the owner of power- 
generating facilities, such as 
multiple-purpose hydro-electric 
facilities, the energy produced 
should be sold at wholesale on 
equal terms...”

provide for continuity in a 
patient’s overall health care 


plan; may enable patients to be 
discharged earlier from the 
hospital and may delay or defer 
admission to a nursing home. 
Home care may be the most 
desirable service for some per- 
sons. 

In addition to skilled nursing 
other home care services 
available are orderly, home 
health aide and speech therapy 
services. 

The nurse performs such 
services as cannot be rendered 
by a less skilled person, Some 
of these services are giving 
injections; installing catheters; 
inserting levine tubes; chang- 
ing sterile dressing; drawing 
blood for special tests; and 
teaching special procedures and 
treatments including diets, oxy- 
gen therapy, breathing exer- 
cises, care of special equip- 
ment, simple exercises and 
teaching the patient and family 
how to care for their own 
health needs. 

The home health aide pro- 
vides personal care services 
to the patient when the patient 
or family is unable to provide 
this care. Aide services in- 
clude baths, special skin care, 
shampoos, ambulation acti- 
ties and other services are 
assigned. Orderly services are 
available for male patients re- 
quiring catheter care. 

The speech therapist provides 
evaluation and rehabilitation to 
patients whose illnesses have 
presented communication prob- 
lems. 


Twenty counties in Alabama 
were certified for home health 
services when Medicare came 
into being in July, 1°66. Coffee 
County has been a pioneer in 
this venture. A home health 
advisory committee has been 
in existence since August 4, 
1°66. Meetings are held quart- 
erly at Elba General and En- 
terprise Hospital alternately. 
Jim Nichols, administrator, of 
Elba General Hospital is the 
advisory council chairman. 
Membership is composed of 
medical, nursing and lay per- 
sonnel interested in the health 
and well being of Coffee County 
residents. 

Currently 36 patients from 
the Elba area and 22 patients 
from the Enterprise area are 
being cared for in the home 
care program. Public Health 
Nurses participate in dis- 
charge planning with the local 
hospitals in an effort to avail 
patients of this service. Pat- 
ients are also referred by 
medical doctors, community 
agencies and individuals. To 
be eligible for admission to the 
home care program a patient 
must be: (1) essentially home 
bound; (2) under the care of 
a physician who gives orders 
for services to be rendered at 
least every sixty days while 
the patient is receiving care 
and (3) in need of some type 
or level of skilled care.

This 
was done after Mr. Walter 
Forehand appeared before the 
group and stated that the work- 
ing man needed at least two 
paydays from the date of the 
bill till penalty time. The bills
